IN AIR AT ONCE 


Plain and Fancy Aviation Is 
Cheered at Rheims in 
World’s First ‘Heavier- 
than-Air’ Contest. 


GREAT WRIGHT VICTORY. 


Lefebvre, Bleriot, and Latham to 
Represent France for World 
Cup; Thirty Ships on 
the Field. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.) 

RHEIMS, Aug. 22.—Several hours crowd- 
ed with excitement late this evening saved 
the first day of the first flying race meeting 
the world ever has seen from a dul] failure. 
Six machines for a short time were in the air 
at the same moment. 

They followed each other so quickly that 
it was impossible to keep track of them as 
they sailed past the grand stand. Before all 
six had finished, six others had started, 
raising the enthusiasm of those watching to 
a high pitch. ' i 

The morning opened fine, with consider- 
able wind, but the results of yesterday's 
rain were visible. As one approached the 
grounds horses could be seen pulling auto- 
mobiles out ofithe mud. 

On the roads approaching the stands cart- 
loads of dirt were being emptied everywhere, 
but it was impossible to reach the stand 
without wading ankle deep in mud, It 
seemed as if the earth was taking its last 
revenge on the air and that the mud was 
likely to prevent any flying. 


Only One Real Flight Before Noon. 

At 10:30 a, m. a horse towed out an R. E. 
P. aeroplane which failed to accomplish any- 
thing. At 11 o’clock Paul Tissandier took 
out a Wright biplane, but flew only a hun- 
dred yards, Louis Bleriot managed to fly 
for two minutes and Hubert Latham for 
five. Ferber was unable to start. The wind 
was too strong for all these machines. 

Lefebvre, who ts a self-taught pilot, guid- 
ing one of the Wright machines. made the 
only real flight beforé noon. Despite the 
wind, he covered nearly two miles of the 
course in nineteen minutes. Ferber made a 
second attempt to fiy, without success. 
Louls Delagrange on a Bleriot monoplane 
skidded round on the ground. 

These were tests for who should represent 
France in the contest for the international 
cup. Asa result the committee decided that 
Lefebvre, who covered two miles, and Bleriot, 
who made three fifths of a mile, had shown 
the best form, and they were chosen as the 
Freneb representatives, while the third was 
te be the one who did the best twelve miles 
in the speed race. 


Latham Flies the Prettiest. 

This was all over before2o’clock. Nothing 
else happened until 4:45 p. m., except that the 
band played, and the people began to think 
of going home, when, at 4:50, the wind 
dropped dead and the artificial birds swarmed 
out. Latham came first in the prettiest if not 
the longest flight of the day and rounded the 
track twice at great height. He did twelve 
miles in 18:33, thus becoming the thirc 
French representative for the international 
cup. As he sailed away with the utmost 
steadiness a rainbow appeared and it seemed 
for a moment as if he were about to pass 
over it. 

In quick succession Sommer, Cockburn, 
Delagrange, and Fournier started, following 
each other after a few minutes’ interval, 
They were aloft for some minutes together 
Then Lefebvre, Bleriot, and Bunau Varilla 
followed. The latter is a youth who had 
flown only for a few minutes before this race. 

When Lefebvre finished the three rounds he 
gave an exhibition of fancy fiying in front 
of the grand stand, turning sharply and mak- 
ing figure eights, which caused great enthu- 
siasm among the spertators. 


Official Results for Speed Prize. 

The official results for the speed prize for 
the three rounds of the track were announced 
as follows!: 

TISSANDIER—28 minutes, 59 seconds, 

COUNT DE LAMBERT—29: 02. 

LEFEBVRE—29 : 08. 

PAULHAM—332 :49. 

SOMMER—’79 :33. ; 

This was a great showing for the Wright 
machines, which came in first, second, ara 
third. In fact, today was entirely a Wright 
day, as Lefebvre’s first nineteen minute 
flight was the finest performance of the day 
when the wind is taken into account. 

For the once around the track prize Le- 
febvre established a world's record by do- 
ing the six miles in 8:38 4-5. The next best 
performance in this contest was Tissandier’s, 
who made it in 9:26. De Lambert finished in 
9:33 and again the Wright machines were 
first, second, and third. Latham was fourth 
in 9:47, 

‘Lefebvre’s machine, which was made in 
France, is a slightly reduced model of the 
original Wright biplane. Its smaller area 
gives leas resistance and consequently great- 
er speed. 


Seven Make the Three Attempts, 

Today’s performances at Rheims confirm 
the genera] opinion that flying !s so far purely 
a “fine weather performance.” Of the fif- 
teen French entrants for the international 
cup, only seven made the three attempts to 
start allowed by the regulations. Out of this 
number only two made flights long enough to 
entitle them to be representatives of France. 
In the speed contest five contestants were 
able to make three complete turns of the 
track, or eighteen miles. 

Glenn Curtiss did not take up his machine 
for the speed race, as he is anxious to take no 
risks before the contest for the international 


cup.

FEAR HALTS 4ST WARD BALL? 


Democrats Hear Wayman Would 
Act and Put Off Plans. 


HEAVY TOLL FROM RESORTS. 


Annual Orgy Reported to Net Associa- 
tion Fully $30,000. 


The First ward ball, that time honored in- 
stitution of the red light district, is to fall an 
indirect victim of the Wayman ry, ac-

Hard Sledding Last Year. 

“There were pretty tough times last year 
when the reformers and the newspapers got 
after us.

Business is getting rotten, and 
if there's any money to come in to the or- 
ganization it will have to come from some 
other source.” 

The First ward ball in years past has been 
the source of great revenue to the Demgo- 
cratic organization of the ward, of which Ald. 
Coughlin and Kenna are the wheel horees, 
and while it always has been tolerated, there 
hasn’t been much bragging about it outside 
of the ward. 

Last year the Coliseurm where the ball was 
held, was packed. Women from the levee 
district danced to the music of an immense 
band. Ald. Coughlin, gorgeousiy garbed in 
evening dress and radiant with big diamonds

STREET CAR UNION 
SEEKS BIG CONFAB 


Men and President Mahon Hope 
to Meet Heads of Two Trac- 
tion Companies to 
Confer Today. 


\ 


BACK TO FIRST DEMANDS. 


Workers’ Leaders Call Rejected 
Contract Wholly Bad and Say 
Higher Wage Must 
Be Given. 


Traction heads and union leaders will re- 
new negotiations today in an attempt to 
averta street car strike by means of confer- 
ences, at which W. D. Mahon, international 
president’ of the carmen’s union, will be a 
central figure. The problem will be attacked 
on the basis of the original demands of the 
men without considering the wage contract 
which was offered at the close of the recent 
negotiations and finally rejected by the em- 
ployés of both the big surface companies. 

A big joint conférence of street railway 
heads, wage scale committees, representing 
all the men of all the companies, President 
Mahon, and Walter L. Fisher, the latter 
representing the city, is the tentative plan for 
this morning. 

M. C. Buckley, president of the south side 
union, acting on behalf of President Mahon 
of the international union, arranged yester- 
day with Mr. Fisher to use his efforts to bring 
all parties concerned in the controversy to 
the same table to argue the differences, Mr. 
Fisher stated that at 9 o’clock this morning 
he will notify the union officials whether the 
traction heads will meet them jointly or 
separately. 

The complexion of the situation was favor- 
able to the joint conference craved by the 
unionists so that President Mahon can set 
forth his views and hear the views of the 
traction officiais without repetition. 


Traction Heads Conciliatory. 

Both John M. Roach, president of the Rail- 
ways company, and Thomas E. Mitten, presi- 
dent of the City Rallway, are willing to meet 
the man from Detroit and local union officials 
to talk over matters. While both companies 
still maintain that they strained the bounds 
of generosity in the offer which was rejected, 
their attitude js conciliatoty. In the event of 
ultimate disagreement, they look forward to 
a settlement of the issues by means of arbi- 
tration rather than a walkout of the men 
and a tieup of Chicago's street cars. 

President Mahon and the wage scale com- 
mittees of the unions, representing the em- 
ployés of the Railways, Consolidated, City, 
and Calumet and South Chicago Iines, also 
were in conciliatory mood There was a dis- 


argumentatively rather than to countenance 
inflammatory talk. 

From the Briggs house, at the close of a 
long discussion with President Mahon, Mr. 
Buckley called up Mr. Fisher by telephone 
and told him that the joint conference was 
desired. Mr. Fisher reached Mr. Mitten and 
found him willing to sit at such a conférence. 
He attempted to reach Mr. Réach, but failed. 


All Desire Early Action. 

“Everybody connected with the contro- 
versy seems to be inspired with an honest 
desire to get down to business as soon as 
possible and get results,’’ said Mr. Fisher 
after he had talked with Mr. Mitten. “1 
had a talk with Mr. Roach éariier in the 
day, but could not find him after Mr. Buck- 
ley talked to me. He is ready, however, to 
meet Mr. Mahon and the union committee. 

“TIT have no reason at present to think 
that he is likely to be unwilling to partici- 
pate in a joint conference. If both traction 
presidents do not join in one meeting, con- 
ferences will be held anyway in the re- 
spective offices of the two companies. A 
joint conference could take place in my 
office or in one of the traction offices, ac- 
cording to which proved most convenient. 
One thing is certain, and that is that negotia- 
tions are to be started today and as early 
as possible. I hope to see the discussion 
start at 11 o’clock.”’ 

Mr. Fisher was asked for his opinion as 
to the ultimate outcome of the trouble if 
the companies decline to yield further to the 
men. He replied that in such an event he 
foresees arbitration rather than a strike. It 
is belleved by some persons that a secret 
referendum vote on the proposition which 
was rejected in massmeetings at which only 
a fraction of the members of the union were 
present, might have resulted in the accept- 
ance of the offer of the companies as it 
stood. 


Questions for Mahon to Answer. 

President Mahon is likely to meet with a 
hurricane of arguments from traction quar- 
ters against his contention that the wage 
scale just rejected would have brought about 
an average decrease in wages rather than an 
increase. é 

The contention of objectors that a graded 
scale is likely to result in old men being dis- 
charged to make room for new employés at 
lower wages probably will be attacked by 
the companies in several ways. For one 
thing, it is pointed out that wage contracts 
ordinarily provide against the discharge of 
a man without cauge. 

On top of :this the company argument is 
that it would be an exceedingly expensive 
process to discharge the older men because 
the younger men, according to street car 
statistics, cause accidents more frequently 
than the older men, and accidents are expen- 
sive. The question of the length of service 
necessary to high efficiency thus becomes a 
crucial one in the controversy. 

The companies are known to have been 
anxious for some time to grade wages so 
that employés will see an incentive to remain 
with the roads and establish their families 
permanently in Chicago. But in the matter 
of offering a scale which will provide for the 
expenditure of a bigger lump sum In the way 
of wages than was provided for in the scale 
rejected by the men, the companies thus far 
are firm in their opposition. 


City’s Interest May Be Felt. 

The city’s interest in the case ultimately 
may operate to hasten a settlement. A!) con- 
ferences will be attended by Mr. Fisher and 
the figures prepared by the auditors of the 
companies will be studied at length. Owing 
to the comparative unfamiliarity of President 
Mahon with the data which was presented 
Mat the recent conferences, it is «xpected 
that a good deal of time will be taken up in 
familiarizing him with debatable matter at 
hand. ; 

Preparations for possible hostilities in the 
streets continued to be kept well in abey- 
ance. Acting Chief of Police Schuettler 
again expressed the belief that the difficulty

Two of them 
were twin brothers.

The boys were learning to swim and cling- 
ing to a log, which turned over, causing them 
to lose their hold and fall into the water.

Cieslinski, who had hold of the log a few 
feet away, reached out and caught Ollie by 
the arm. A sudden twist in the log threw 
the three boys into the water and they sank 
before help arrived. 


One Companion Escapes Alive. 

They had been bathing in the lake inside 
the breakwater and about 200 feet from the 
shore. Felix Pryesynski, 18 years old, 821 
West Diversey avenueywho was swimming 
with the boys, managed to get ashore after 
he lost hold on the log. 

William Meyers, 54 Cornelia street, and 
Roman Cieslinski, g brother of the dead boys, 
positively identified the clothing found on the 
beach as that worn by the twin brothers, who 
left home early in the afternoon. Neither 
Meyers nor the brother of the twins could 
identify the other boy’s clothing, but a note- 
book found in the pocket of the coat con- 
tained the name of Ignatius Sonnenfield, 3521 
West Diversey avenue. The police believe 
the street number is of the new series. 

Police of the Sheffield avenue station 
searched two hours for the bodies and the 
search will be resumed this morning. 


Drowns Off Glencoe Shore. 

Homer M. Sorber was drowned in Lake 
Michigan at the foot of South avenue, Glen- 
coe, shortly before Saturday midnight. His 
brother William, who was in swimming with 
him, made a frantic effort to save his life 
and almost lost his own in the attempt.

Scores of Persons Arrested Follow- 
ing First Clash While Foreign 
Workers Fight Officers, 


TRY A WHOLESALE POISONING? 


Many Men Within Stockade In Serlous Con- 
dition Because Food Was Un- 
fit for Eating, = 


BIG POSSE GOES TO RESCUE, 


Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 22.—[Special.])—Five 
persons are known to have been killed and 
a score wounded, at least ten of them fatal- 
ly, in a strike riot at McKees Rocks tonight. 

It is feared that the casualties will be 
much greater, as scores of the strikers were 
seen te fall in the fighting, but were carried 
away by other members of the mob. 

The battle resulted from an attempt of the 
strikers te storm the barricade around the 
Pressed Steel-Car company’s plant, where 
hundreds of strike breakers have been quar- 
tered for the last six weeke, during the strike 
which has been marked by much bloodshed, 

POISOW PLOT IS ALLEGED. 

Besides the victims of the strike who fell 
in the battles at the gates today there are’ 
four of the strikebreakers in the hospital 
seriously ill from poisoning and a score of 
others are being treated inside the stockade, 

While the hospital officials assert that the 
llinese of the four men now being treated 
and many others who were less affected was 
due to ptomaine poisoning, it is alleged by 
some that the strikers placed poison in the 
food which was to be served to the meg 
penned up in the stockade. 


THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 
The persons known to have been killed ia 

rioting at the barricade gates were: : 
JOHW L. WILLIAMS, state trooper, 
HARRY EXLER, deputy sheriff.

SCORES OF ARRESTS MADE. 

Following the battle deputy sheriffs and 
troopers broke in the doors of many houses 
suspected of being the retreat of the 
strikere and wholesale arrests were made. 
Scores of persons were arrested and placed 
in box car jails in the mill yardae, 

During the early stages of the rioting 
women were conspicuous. Some of them 
were armed, others effectively used clubs 
and stones. These women, all foreigners, 
insane with rage, were mainly responsible 
for inciting the men to extreme measures, 


ATTACK SURPRISE TO TROOPS. 
The battle around the gates of the works 


came tonight almost without warning and it 
was due to the suddenness of the attack 
that the loss of life by the troops was se 
heavy. 

With the exception of a beating adminis- 
tered to one of the imported workmen about 
noon, all was quiet about the big plant to- 
day, but shortly before 9:30 o’clock tonight 
a mob gathered about the Schoenville en- 
trance and without warning made a concert- 
ed attack upon the big swinging gates. 


SLAYING OF TROOPS BEGING. 

The attack was resisted by state troopers 
and deputy sheriffs, who used riot maces. 
In the mélée Harry Exler, a deputy sheriff, 
aged SO years, was shot and killed by « 
bullet, fired, it is sald, by a strike sympa-« 
thiger.

Sir J. J. Thomson, British Scien- 
tist, Indorses Expedition. 


ASKS ABOUT “MR, DOOLEY.” 


Scholar Shows Interest in Tribune 
Features While Here. 


Sir Joseph J. Thomson of Cambridge, pres- 
ident of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, on his way to discuss 
matters of weight to savants at the forth- 
coming convention of the association at Win- 
nipeg, Can., paused long enough in Chicago 
last night to make inquiries about ‘‘ Archey 
road’ and “Mr. Dooley.”

unemployed adults. It’s suitable sections for 
London immigrants generally that we wan‘. 

“T have beén astonished at what I have 
seen in America. Your people here seem bet- 
ter clothed and fed and in general give better 
outward evidences of prosperity.”

| GRIEF CAUSES WIDOW’S DEATH 


Mrs. Kuebler’s Husband, a Po- 
liceman, Was Killed on Duty. 


SHOT MAKING AN ARREST. 


During Eleven Years She Had Made 
1,000 Trips to His Grave. 


Grief for her husband, a policeman who 
was shot and killed by a highwayman eleven 
years ago, caused the death of Mrs. Amelia 
Kuebler last Saturday at St. Anthony's hos- 
pital. In accordance with her dying request 
she will be buried privately today in Grace- 
land cemetery at the side of her husband. 

Since the killing of her husband, Bernard 
Kuebler, who-was a detective at the Twenty- 
second street station, Mrs. Kuebler lived 
almost in seclusion. She refused to be com- 
forted by her friends and relatives, and 
refused to visit any place of amusement. 

Her grief was so poignant that she was 
seldom seen to smile, and took but little in- 
terest in worldly affairs. 

Once and sometimes twice a week she vis- 
ited her husband’s grave in Graceland, and 
at al) times—summer and winter—flowers 
were strewn on the mound. Those who knew 
her intimately say they never saw such a 
display of devotion. 


Shot by a Thief. 

Bernard Kuebler was slain by a _ thief 
named Edward Kelly in October 1898. Kelly 
was captured six moths later and was sen- 
‘tenced to life imprisonment in the Joliet 
penitentary. 

Kuebler and his traveling partner, John 
O’Brien, were on their way to the Twenty- 
second street station on the night of the 
killing. It was & few minutes past midnight 
that the two detectives, walking in Went- 
worth avenue, only a half block from the 
police station, saw two men etanding at the 
mouth of an alley. As they approached the 
men, O’Brien whispered to Kuebler: “I 
wonder who these fellows are?’ 

Kuebler, who was big and powerful, grasp- 
ed one of the men by the arm and twirled 
him around.so that the rays of a gas light 
would shine on his features. 

The man placed a revolver against the 
policeman’s side and fired. Kuebler dropped 
dead. 

Both men ran through the alley, pursued 
by O’Brien and the policemen who had heard 
the shot at the station. After a chase of 
several blocks O’Brien succeeded in shoot- 
ing one of the fugitives, Edward Boland, 
who had @ police record. Although seriously 
wounded he recovered and was acquitted 
of being an accessory to murder at the trial. 


Protected His Companion. 

Boland refused to tell the police the name 
of his companion, but it was learned that he 
and ‘‘ Hooks ”’ Kelly had been seen together 
in a saloon fifteen minutes before the shoot- 
ing of Kuebler. Positive information was 
given the police a day or two later that Kelly 
was the one who fired the shot. 

Search was made for him. Later he was 
traced to Hammond, Ind., through an ex- 
preesman who moved his household goods, 
and he was captured after a desperate re- 
volver battle. 

The shock of her husband's death pros- 
trated the widow, and for weeks Mrs. Kueb- 
ler wag in a precarious condition. When she 
recovered strength sufficient to leave the 
house her first visit was to the cemetery. 
Her friends say she made nearly 1,000 trips 
to Graceland with flowers to lay on her hus- 
band’s grave.

Denies Revolution Is Near. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—Sefior Mari- 
ecal, Mexican minister of foreign affairs, in 
a. dispatch received at the Mexican embassy 
here today, says there is no danger of a revo- 
lution in Mexico. 

"The Mexican ambassador, Sefior De La 
Barra, said he felt that the message ought 
te dispose of the rumors which had been cur- 
rent indicating the prebability of an upris- 
ing in hiscountry as a result of the approach- 
ing presidential campaigh. The ambassador 
deciared that the whole country will firmly 
eustain the candidacy of Diaz for the presi- 
dency. 

-Because of his position, Sefior De La Barra 
said he did not feel at liberty to enter into a 
discussion of the merits and qualifications of 
“the candidates for the vice presidency, be- 
cause of the possibility of a succession in 
the event of President Diaz's death. 


Says Reports Are Exaggerated. 

"Whe actual conditions, the minister said, 
had been much exaggerated. Diaz, he con- 
tinued, would be supported because of his 

ltonest, patriotic,.and wise administration 
which has gained for him the respect of the 
people both at home and abroad. 

Sefior De La Barra said that in the recent 
eonfilcts there had been nefther loss of life 
nor damage to public property, as had beex. 
stated. The course of business had not been 
interrupted, and with a country like Mexico. 
which worked and prospered, norma! condi- 
tions had not been disturbed. 

“So many enterprises, mining, industria, 
and agricultura! have been developed during 
the long era of peace which has prevailed 
in Mexico that the people will not permit any 
daterruption,” said the minister, *‘ 


Points to Industrial Condition. 

In contradiction of any impression which 
may obtain that Mexico is on the verge of 
a political and economical crisis, the Mex- 
ican ambassador called attention to the busi- 
ness.of the Tehuantepec and Mexican Na.- 
tional railroads as showing the properous 
condition of -the country. 

“ This showing.” said Ambassador De La 
Barra in conclusion, “ could not have been 
made in a country on the eve of a revolution, 
which, in the present instance, cannot be 
started, because it will be opposed by the 
Practical sentiment and the patriotism of the 
country. |

Disease in Camps.

Jewelry Store Employe Breaks Bonds 
and Struggles to Street to Give the 
Alarm—Six Are Captured.

Sunset Scene Most Beautiful. 

As the sun began to set we could fairly 
see the great sharp pointed shadow cast by 
the pyramid on which we stood eat its way 
out into the green fields below. Not a cloud 
was in sight, yet the varied hueg of the 
desert, the lengthening shadows over the 
deep valleys, the golden hues of the west, 
and the purple hues over the Arabian moun- 
tains productd an effect which I shall never 
forget. To have beheld the sunset from the 
summit of the Great Pyramid has formed a 
real epoch in my emotional! life. : 

Chief of the new friends which I have 
made since our return to Cairo has been the 
Arablan museum. Here one sees the gems 
and jewels, and the little delicate bits of 
artistic work from the old mosques, and 
tombs, and palaces of medieval Cairo. The 
museum is splendidly housed and carefully 
arranged, and, like the Museum of Egyptian 
Antiquities, is distinctive in character, and 
probably has no second in the world. Here 
one sees the best of Arabian art. whether 
in carvipg in wood or marble, or work in 
bronze, er steel, or in porcelains or enamels, 
or in textiles. It is a splendid example of 
what a museum should be. They knew their 
business, and they have accomplished what 
they set out to do. 

We have arranged with the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, and thus, incidentally, have had a 
most delightful interview with M. Maspero 
and Brugsch-Pasha, for the purchase of two 
splendid Mastaba tombs at Sakkara. 

And now it is time to finish preparation for 
my departure-from Cairo, and so no more 
until from Bombay. 


NEW FLOODS IN AUSTRALIA

Big Building First Burned. 

The fire started at 1 o’clock this morning in 
the Moorehouse & Wells hardware store in 
East Main street.

CATHOLIC PRIEST IN SERMON

R. A. Moore-Goes to Washington 
to Test His Aeroplane. 


SHIP HAS NOVEL FEATURES, 


Gas Filled Space and Air Propulsion 
Scheme for Safety. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 22.—[Special.]— 
R. A. Moore, a Chicago inventor, has ar- 
rived in Washington with the intention of 
demonstrating the worth of a new fiying ma- 
chine which he claims to have produced 
and which he hopes to sell to the signal corps 
of the army. 

Mr. Moore has procured a tract of land 
beyond Fort Myer and will erect a shed there 
in which to build his machine. The engine 
and the various parts have just been shipped 
from Chicago. 


Gas Filled Space a Feature. 

According to Mr. Moore's statements his 
machine will be a monoplane, 36 feet long 
and 9 feet wide. The two surfaces of the 
single plane will be eight inches apart, the 
space between being filled with gas so that 
the whole contrivance will float in case it is 
precipated into water. 

The car, which wil! be large enough to ac- 
commodate a pilot and one passenger, will 
be suspended from the plane by wires. The 
engine and three screws are to be located 
between the plane and the car. 

Mr. Moore says the engine will be a 35 
horse power and that it will develop a speed 
of one hundred miles an hour. 


Compressed Air Auxiliary Power. 

The machine will also contain a unique 
improvement in propulsion in the shape of 
a compressed air tank which will be charged 
through a simple attachment on a@ gasoline 
motor. 

The compressed air will serve as the means 
of turning the propellors should the motor 
fail and thus prevent the sudden fall of the 
aeroplane. This feature and the gas cham- 
ber arrangement are expected to minimize 
the chances of accident to the aviator.

Employés of the railroad 
had the assistance of pumps of the steamer 
Slocan, which plies from Slocan to Rose- 
berry, and succeeded in preventing other 
places being devastated. Forest fires sre 
raging at several points between Kootenay 
Landing and Fernie. 

Western Timber Is Ablaze. 

Spokane, Wash., Aug. 22.—Fires raging in 
forests northeast and southeast of Spokane 
are destroying an immense area of splen- 
did timber and driving the settlers to the 
river for safety. 

The fire along the Pend d’Oreille river in 
Washington was under contro! tonight, but 
was blazing furiously. The loss exceeds 
$1,000,000. 

Heavy winds blew today near Sand Point, 
Idaho, fanning small fires that so far have 
been under control, and they threaten seri- 
ous damage. The Lumbermen's Protect!ve 
association is pressing every available man 
into service.

TWO STATES MAKING FIGHT 
OVER CUSTODY OF KIDNAPERS. 
Kansas Begins Effort to Have Woman 


and Man Who Stole Bleakley Child 
Returned. 


Topeka, Kas., Aug. 22.—Officials here today 
began their campaign to get possession of 
Mrs. Stella Barclay and John Gentry, 
charged with kidnaping Marian Bleakley, 
the ‘“‘incubator baby,’ here yesterday, and 
now under arrest in Kansag City. 

Sheriff Norton went to Jefferson City with 
a requisition on Gov. Hadley asking the re- 
turn of the two to Topeka te he tried on the 
kidnaping charge. The requisition papers 
were signed and started to Kansas City. 
Meanwhile, to prevent the Kansas officers 
taking charge of them when the papers 
should arrive, Mrs. Barclay and Gentry se- 
cured a writ of habeas corpus at Kansas 
City. The order provides that Inspector 
Boyle shall bring the baby and the prisoners 
into court there Wednesday afternoon. 

In order to obtain possession of the pris- 
oners if Missouri refuses to give them up on 
the kidnaping charge, Chief of Police Eaton 
has secured warrants against Mrs. Barclay 
and Gentry accusing them of assault with 
attempt to kill. This charge results from 
the attack on Clarence Belknap at the Bleak- 
ley home during the kidnaping.

for office. In some other states it has 
been suggested that the compulsory pub- 
lication of expenses would be a bar 
fgainst the lavish use of mowmey. 

There is but one effective method of de- 
priving the rich. candidate of whatever 
advantage his wealth may give him, 
That is to limit his expenditures and to 
make the forfeiture of the nomination if 
he gets 4t the price of a violation of the 
law. ‘Then no more would be heard of 
a direct primary law being a “rich man’s 
law.”’

THE WORTH OF THE CHILD. 

The Chicago health department has 
been making a hard fight to lower infant 
mortality in the city. The campaign has 
been in progress for months. The difficul- 
ties in the way are suggested by the re- 
port for week before last. In spite of the 
precautions urged 194 children under 1 
year of age died during the week. The 
total was fifty-two more than for the pre- 
. ceding week and one more than for the 
corresponding period of 1908. Other sta- 
tistics are more encouraging. But the 
losses are serious at best. 

What is the child worth? There may 
be cases where the death of an infant. is 
welcomed if its coming was not hailed 
with joy by the parents. But the nat- 
ural instincts of -humanity support the 
belief that im the majority of case’ the 
less of the little one-brings sorrow to the 
home and- leaves impressions on the life 
of the mother, at least, that are never 
effaced. From the family point of view 
the death of a child has nothing but sad- 
ness connected with it.

| GOOD ROADS. 

The state board of agriculture Yeports 
that the winter wheat crop, the largest 
and best paying on record, has brought 
the Illinois farmers $22,000,000. For this 
year’s oat crop they will receive $38,000,- 
000. The condition of the corn crop at 
the beginning of the month was much 
uvove what it was last year, while there 
was an increase in acreage of 51,600 
acres. Every bushel harvested will com- 
mand a good price. : ' 

The farmers can make no better use 
of a part of the ‘money which the benefi- 
cence of nature and their own industry 
has brought them than in improving their 
roads. They have cleared off their mort- 
gages. They do not feel the burden of 
taxation as they did once, They can 
afford to engage extensively in the con- } 
struction of good roads. They could not 
make a better investment—one which 
would yield them more enduring returns. 

They will get a good price for this 

year’s crops, but their profite would be 
greater if the cost of moving them to the 
railroad stations were reduced as it 
would be if they had roads over which 
they could transport their products at the 
minimum of cost ‘during any season, 
When the roads are impassable, as they 
are sometimes in many parts of Lilinois, 
the farmer who has held back part of his 
produce, as so many are doing now, finds 
it impossible to take advantage of'a sud- 
den upturn in the market. 
The gospel of good roads has been 
preached to the Illinois farmers for sev- 
eral years, but to comparatively little 
purpose. Now that they are doing so well 
it should make an impression on them,

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ORD KITCHENER’S acceptance of the 
office of high co and: field 
marshal commanding in the Mediter- 
ranean, a post which the royal duke of 
Connaught ha@& two weeks 

previously on the ground that it was a sine- 
cure and a perfectly useless expense, re- 
quires an- lanation. The government in 
appointing Lord Kitchener has considerably 
increased the scope and importance of the 
duties of the high commissioner. 

The post, in fact, is henceforth to be 
the nerve center of the whole system of the 
overseas defense.. That is to say,.as high 
commissioner Lord Kitchener will be the im- 
perial inspector general of the military forees 
of the great colonial dependencies of the 
British crown and the bond of union between 
these colonial armies and the war depart- 
ment at Whitehall. It is to im, In one-word, 
that the home government will look for the 
coérdination of all the colonial plans of de- 
fense with those of the mother country. It 
is in his new capacity as high commissioner 
and field marshal that he will visit and in- 
spect the military defenses of Australia and 
New Zealand, and will consult with the gov- 
ernments of these Australasian common- 
wealths after representing the king and the 
war department at the grand army maneu- 
vers in Japan on resigning the command in 
ehief of the British forces in India at theend 
of. this month. 


~~ ' 

As yen commissioner Lord Kitchener will 
enjoy the use of a grand old palace at Malta, 
furnished and maintained for him at the ex- 
pense of the government, a salary of $20,000 
a year, allowances of about as much more, 
and all his traveling expenses paid on the 
most lavish scale. Lord Kitchener, I may 
add, likewise becomes a member of the com- 
mittee of imperial defenses in London. 

In connection with his appointment a wide- 
spread impression prevails in English mili- 
tary circles to the effect that the duke of 
Connaught has not been fairly treated by the 
government, and that if the high commis- 
sionership had been invested during his 
tenure thereof with the additional impor- 
tance accorded to it on the appointment of 
Lord Kitchener he would not have resigned 
it. The duke seems to be thoroughly at odds 
with the war department, and, greatly to the 
regret of military men, has given up his 
place on the so-called board of selection, 
which determines the ‘choice of officers for 
the various commands and also settles the 
extremely delicate question as to which are 
to be retained and which are to be shelved. * 

The duké is not only an extremely shrewd 
judge of officers but is also respected through- 
out the army for his fairness and for his 
superiority to those outside social influences 
which have frequently been denounced even 
in parlfament, Some of these influences, in- 
deed, are reported in Mayfair to have played 
a notable réle in bringing about the duke’s 
resignation, especially from the board of se- 
lection, where his presence was an obstacle 
to the ring, and two women prominent in the 
London ‘great world have not hesitated to 
boast of their success in causing the retire- 
ment of the duke. The whole affair is likely 
to form the subject of some extremely dis- 
agreeable inquiries in parliament and of at- 
tacks there upon the war department.

Lord Knollys, private secretary of the 
king, is the authority for the announcement 
that the young king of Portugal and his 
mother, Queen Amelia, have accepted an in- 
vitation to pay a state visit to England this 
fall—the first of the series of visits which 


every ruler is expected to pay to his fellow 


sovereigns on his accesgion to the throne. 
The exact date is not quite settled. 

But it will occur in the early part of No- 
vember. The king and his mother will be in 
BDngland for about a week, the guests of 


Edward VII. and Queen Alexandra at Wind- 


sor castle, where a chapter of the Order of 
the Garter is to be held. for his investiture 
as @ knight thereof. On one day during his 
stay he will proceed to London to lunch with 
the lord mayor and the corporation at Gulld- 
hall and to be presented with the freedom of 
the city. During his absence from Portugal 
the regency of the country will be intrusted 
to his uncle, Dom Alfonso, duke of Oporto.

King Edward VII. hae resented the charge 
of the English and foreign press that he had 
slighted the Austrian emperor in failing to 
make his customary visit at Ischl en route 
to Marienbad, and this must be taken as in- 
dicating the strained relations between the 
courts of Vienna and St. James that have 
existed since the Balkan crisis of iast spring. 
For by his directions the London foreign 
office has issued a statement to the effect that 
‘his majesty would not intrude upon the 


privacy of the emperor at Ischi without an 


invitation.”’ 

This explanation does not help matters 
much, save Yhat it relieves the king of all 
imputation of having been guilty of a lack 
of courtesy towards the aged sovereign in 
whose dominions he is now sojourning. For 
it implies that King Edward was in the habit 
o” being invited by the emperor to Ischl 
whenever he went to Marienbad, and that 
this summer he dN not receive the custom- 
ary invitation from Francis Joseph. All that 
the foreign office announcement has done is 
to emphasize the fact that relations between 
the king and the emperor are not as friendly 
as in days of yore, and to transfer the re- 
sponsibility of the neglected visit to Ischl 
from the shoulders of Edward VII. to those 
of the Austrian ruler.

King Levpold's government has just be- 
stowed a small pension upon the centenarian 
French count de Merlainville, who, although 
a member of an old house of the Breton aris- 
tocracy, is a native of the United States. 
His parents, compromised in the royalist 
rising in the west of France a little over 100 
years ago, had sought refuge in this coun- 
try, where their boy. Olivier was born. The 
father: was killed in some quarrel and his 
mother, crazed by grief, succumbed not long

Falling in love with a young 
Belgian girl many years his junior, he left 
the army and started a sma!) circus of his 
own. The war of i870 found him again in 
the ranks of the French army, fighting 
against the Germans and particularly distin- 
guishing himself at the battle of St. Quentia.

Through war d peace this ancient estate 
had come down frém Randolph lord 
of Trafford in the reigns of Kings Canute 
and Edward the Confessor. It is even a fam- 
ily tradition that the first Trafford settled 
on the estae in the days of the Saxon Kings. 
Through the Norman conquest, “ through 
those troublesome times of ys barons’ 
wars with King John,” the estate passed 
down to Sir Henry de Trafford in 1290. He 
was witness to the charter of Manchester in 
1301, six centuries before that little village 
had crept up to the walls of the estate. The 
estate continued down in the direct line of 
the Traffords to 1779. 

John Trafford, into whose hands the estate 
fell, had twelve children, and there was no 
failure. of direct heirs down to the twenty- 
ninth lord of’ Trafford, Humphrey Francis 
de Trafford, the present eafl, who realized 
something but pot all of the value of the 
Maneohester ship canal in the sate ofthe an- 
cient ‘estate. From the hall of the family, 
now the home of golfers and of officers of the 
estates company, can bé seen the residence 
of Sir Humphrey's mother outside the 
grounds, that must have such historic Inter- 
est to her. 


Hooley Shows His Genius. 


*The ship canal runs for more than three 
miles along the borders of this ancient park, 
and with it is connected the Bridgewater 
canal, a varge canal, giving another frontage 
of three miles along its southern side. It is 
no wonder, with a constant passage of rail- 
way trains and a stream of heavy carts,

But Humphrey was not the chief profiter by 
the sale. It was that enterprising ad specu- 
lative spirit of world’s notoriety, E.T.Hooley, 
who shrewdly, intercepted a movement on the 
part of the city of Manchester to convert the 
estate into a public park and industrial prop- 
erty, and put down before Humphrey the nec- 
essary $1,800,000. It-was hesitation that lost 
to Manchester this valuable estate, made so 
by an outlay of $85,000,000 of the money of 
the corporation of Manchester and ofits citi- 
zens, 

It was the handicap of cumbersome organi- 
zdtion against the ptitude of individual 
judgment, a handicap net unknown to Amer- 
ican public authorities, to their sorrow and 
frequent great loss. However that may be, 
Mr. Hooley saw and grasped an opportunity, 
and within a year resold Trafford park tothe 
Trafford Park Estates company, limited, for 
$4,500,000, an increase of $2,700,000, 
agreed to take $500,000 of stock in the com- 
pany. He was overtaken by financial failure 
after paying in $125, So always with the 
unscrupulous. There are no Manchester peo- 
ple or Trafford park estate officials to shed 
tears over the downfall of this speculative 
genius. 

Knew What They Were Doing. 

But the Trafford park people knew what 
they were doing. They knew the value of 
land as a buyer of beef or wheat or dry goods 
knows the value of his purchase. They knew 
the market. Humphrey’s home and lands, 
preserved for centuries, had been known to 
be for sale for eight years, and Hooley was 
not the only private interest preparing to 
make an offer. It was his knowledge of this 
fact rather than surmise or imagination that 
led to his quick decision. 

Two absolute essentials were in the minds 
of those who were reading the future of Traf- 
ford park as an industrial community. They 
were labor conditions and transportation fa- 
cilities. The Iabor had to be drawn from 
Manchester, and to do so easy communica- 
tion; must be established. Transit ratés had 
to be the economy to appeal to the interested 
site seeker, for each site must have rall con- 
nection with the ship canal, and thereby 
connection with the markets of the world. 
These essentials were worked out before the 
purchase by the company was made. 

Capital was assured for laying of tracks
